DECLARATION or RIGHTS, adopted by the 
Convention, oa Monday, June 23. 


A French people, convinced that forgetfulneſs of, and con- 
tempt for, the natural rights of man, are the only cauſes 
the crimes and misfortunes of the world, hve refolved 
txpoſe, in a declaration, their ſacred and inalicnable rights, 
order that all citizens, being able always to compare the 
* of the government with the end of every focal inſti- 
on, may never ſuffer themſclves to be oppretſed and 
graded by tyranny ; and that the people may always have 
before their eyes the baſi; of their liberty and happinets 3 
de magiſtrates the rule of their duty; and mu legiſlators 
e object of their miſſion— 

Tue acknowlcdge therefore and proclaim in the preſence 
i the ſupreme being, the following 
DICLARATIONS OF THE RIGHTS OF MAN 

AND OF CITiZENS: 

Article I, The end of ſocicty is common happineſs. 
Government is inſtituted to ſecure to man the enjoyment of 
us natural and impreſcriptible rights. 

II. Thele rights are equality, liberty, ſafety and property. 

III. All men are equal by nature, and before the law. 

IV. The law is the free and ſolemn expreſſion of the 
Rencral will.

ARTICLE. IV. 


Sect. 1. Full faith and credit ſhall be given in each ſta 
to the public acta, records and judicial proceedings of ever 
other ſtate.

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bee. 2. The citizens of each ſtate ſhall be entitled to all 


privileges and immunities of citizens in the ſeveral ſtates, 

A perſon charged in any ſtate with treaſon, felony, or 
other crime, who ſhall flee from juſtice, and be found in 
mother ſtate, ſhall, on demand of the executive authority of 
the ftate from which he fled, be delivered up, to be removed 
t the ſtate having juriſdiction of the crime. 

No perſon held to ſervice or labour in one ſtate, under the 
bws thereof, eſcaping into another, ſhall, in conſequence 
of any law or regulation therein, be diſcharged from ſuch 
ervice or labour, but ſhall be delivered up on claim of the 
party to whom ſuch ſervice or labour may be due. 

dect. 3. New ſtates may be admitted by the Congreſs into 
this Union; but no new ſtate ſhall be formed or erected with- 
in the juriſdiction of any other ſtate ; nor any ſtate be formed 
by the junction of two or more ſtates, or parts of ſtates, 
without the conſent of the legiſlatures ot the ſtates concerned 
8 well as of the Congreſs. 

The Congreſs ſhall have power to diſpoſe of and make all 
deedful rules and regulations reſpecting the territory or other 
property belonging to the United States: and nothing in this 
conſtitution ſhall be fo conſtrued as to prejudice any claims 
d the United States, or of any particular ſtate. 

Set. 4, The United States ſhall guarantee to every ſtate 
n this union a republican form of government, and ſhall 
protect each of them againſt invaſion; and on application of 
i legiſlature, or of the executive (when the legiſlature can- 
dot be convened ) againſt domeſtic violence, 


ARTICLE V. « 


The Congreſs, whenever two thirds of both houſes ſhall 
deem it neceſſary, ſhall propoſe amendments to this conſti- 
wtion, or, on the application of the legiſlatures of two 
thirds of the ſeveral ſtates, ſhall call a convention for pro- 
poing amendments, which, in either caſe, ſhall be valid to 
i intents and purpoſes, as part of this conſtitution, when

This conſtitution, and the laws of the United Stats 
which ſhall be made in purſuanc: thereof; and all treaties 
made, or which ſhall be made, under the authority of the 
United States, ſhall be the ſupreme law of the land; ard 
the judges in every ſtate ſhall be bound thereby, any thing 


in the conſtitution ot laws of any ſtate to the contrary no- 


withſtanding, 

The Senators and Repreſentatives before mentioned, and 
the members of the ſeveral ſtate legiſlatures, and all ex2cu- 
tive and judicial officers, both of the United States and of 

e ſeveral ſtates, ſhall be bound by oath or atfrmation, 
to ſupport this conſtitution ; but no religious teſt ſhall ever 
be required as a qualification to any office or public truſt 
under the United States. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The ratification of the conventions of nine ſtates, ſhall be 
ſufficient for the eſtabliſhment of this conſtitution, between 


the ſtates ſo ratifying theſame.

ARTICLES in addition to, and amendment of, 

the CoNsTITUT oN OF THE UnirtagD 
STATES OF AMERICA, propoſed by Congreſs, 
and ratified by the Legiſlatures of the ſeveral 
States, purſuant to the fifth Article of the original 
Conſtitut on. 


ARTICLE I. 


AFTER the firſt enumeration required by the firſt artici® 
6f the conſtitution, there ſhall be one repreſentative for 
every thirty thouſand, until the number ſhall amount to one 
hundred, after which the proportion ſhall be ſo regulated bY 
congreſs, that there ſhall be not leſs than one hundred repre- 
ſentatives, nor leſs than one repreſentative for every forty 
thouſand perſons, until the number of repreſentatives ſball 
amount to two hundred; after which the proportion ſhall be 
ſo regulated by congrefs, that there ſhal! not be leſ than two 
hundred repreſentatives, nor more than one repreſcatative for 
every fifty thouſand perſons. 


ARTICLE 11. 


No law varying the compenſation for the ſervices of the 
ſenators and repreſentatives, ſhall take effect, until an eleCtion 
of repreſentatives ſhall have intervened. 


ARTICLE 111. 


Congreſs ſhall make no law reſpecting an eſtabliſhment of 
religion, or prohibiting the tree exerciſe thereof; or abridging 
the treddom of ſpeech, or of the preſs; or the right of the 
people peaceably to aſſemble, and to petition the government 
lor a redreſs of grievances. 

ARTICLE IV, | 

A well regulated militia being neceſſary to the ſecurity of 
a free ſtate, the right of the people to keep and bear arms 
ſnall net be iniringed. | 


ARTICLE V. 


No ſoldier ſhall in time of peacs be quartered in any houſe 
without the conſent of the owner, nor in time of war, but in

The right of the people to be ſecure in their perfor 
houſes, papers, and effects, againſt unreaſonable ſeurches and 
ſeizures, all not be violated, and no warrants ſhal iſſue, 
but upon probable cauſe, ſupported by oath or 2tt:rmativn, 
and particularly deicribing the place to be ſearched, and the 
perſons or things to be ſeized, 


ARTICLE vII. 


No perſon ſhall he held to anſwer for a capital or other 
wiſe infamous crime, unleſs on a preſentment or indiftrient 
of a grand jury, except in caſes ariſing in the land or naval 
forces, or in the militia when in actval ſervice in time of war 
or public danger; nor ſha'l any perſon be ſub ect for the ſame 
offence to be twi: put in jeopardy of life or limb; nor fhall 
be compelled in any criminal cafe to be a witneſs again him- 
ſelf, nor be deprived of lite, liberty, or property without cue 
om of law; ror ſhall private property be taken for pub- 

ic uſe without juſt compenſation. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


In all criminal proſecution: the accuſed ſhall en oy the right 
to a ſpeedy and public trial, by an impartial jury of the ſtate 
and diſtrict wherein the crime ſhall have been committed, 
which diſtrict ſhall have been previoutly aſcertained by lau, 
and to be informed of the nature and cauſe of the accuſation; 
to be confronted with the witrifſes againit him; to have 
compulfory proccſs for obtaining witnefes in his favour, and 
eo have the aſſiſtance of councel ſor his defence. 


ARTICLE IX. 


In ſuits at common law, where the value in controverſy 
ſhall exceed twenty dollars, the right of trial by jury ſhall be 
preſerved, and no fact, tried by a jury, ſhall be otherw.ls 
re-examined in any court of the United States, than accord- 

ng to the rule; of the common law. 


ARLICLE X. 


Exceſſive bail ſhall not be required, nor exceſſive fnes 


impoſed, nor cruel and unuſual puniſhments intlicted. 
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ARTICLE XIs 


The enumeration in the conſtitution, of certain righty

PORTRAIT OF THE BRITISH CONSTITUTION. 


T appears that we have a Conſtitution, or ſeveral important 
and fundamental maxims, on which our form of govern- 
ment is conſtituted. That authors differ on this ſubje& does 
not diſprove the fact, becauſe there is ſcarcely any point in 
which all writers are agreed. And that the origin of it ſhoul#$ 
be attended with obſcurity is no matter of ſurprize, ſince 
every thing reſpeCting the times in which it originated is ne- 
ceſſarily obſcure from the darkneſs of the times themſelves. 
Theſe maxims, or general fundamental principles may be ro- 
Cuced to the following. 
{1.) That the people are the ſource of power. This is de- 
monſtrable from the monarchy having' been at firſt purely 
elective, and having continued partially ſo for ſeveral ages. 
And if the ſupreme magiſtrate was elective, there can be no

But the rights of conſcience are 
derived from a higher ſource. They are not the gifts of 
biſhops, popes, or kings; but ſpring — that ſupreme Be- 
nevolence which gives us life and all things liberally to enjoy. 
To abridge our religious liberties is therefore not only to den 
the Rights of Man, but alſo to invade the prerogative of God, 
who claims for all his creatures the liberty to worſhip him 
w cording to the light he is picaſed to communicate to them: 
and therefore Magna Charta ſays, ** we have granted to God 
that the church of England ſhall be free.“ 

zecondly, Though we cannot boaſt a formal conſtitution 
dran out with equal clearneſs and preciſion as ſome con- 
ſructed in our own times; yet we may trace in the preced- 
ing outlines ſome attempts of that nature. What is Magna 
Carta but a declaration of rights, in which a correſpondens 
plan of government is at leaſt implied; and the authority of 
each branch of it in ſome meaſure limited? It muſt, hows 
ever, be confeſſed that this is a very imperie@ work; as in 
reſtricting ſome evils, it virtually eſtabliſhes others, particu» 
krly oda tenure, and the uſurped and inordinate power of 
the Barons; who, as they drew it up, betrayed too much 
partiality to themſelves, With theſe exceptions it recog» 
nizes, however, either directly or indirectly, moſt of the 
grand articles which form our conſtitution. 

Tho Petition of Rights preſented to and ſanctioned by King 
Charles is partly of the ſame nature, it ſtates the rights of the 
people, and ſays to the royal prerogative, © hitherto ſhalt 
thou go and no farther.“ The declaration and B of Rights 
$a farther improvement on this, and is clu-tly defective in 
not being regularly ſanctioned by the bulk of the people, 
twugh there is no doubt but it contained their general ſen- 
uments. 

Thirdly, from the above review of our conſtitution we 
may learn to appreciate its value; which is certainly great, 
tough below the eſtimation of its profeſſed panegyriſts. In 
a comparative view it is truly excellent. and much ſuperior 
to molt of the old conſtitutions of the ſurrounding nations. 
I: has, indeed, its defects; but. hapvily thofe defects appar

duced partly by the change of times and circum lane, aid 
partly by the ſucceſſive encroachments of the prerogative and 
influence of the crown, 

The principal grievance under which we labour, and ty 
which all the others may be reduced, is the imperfe& and 
depraved ſtate of our repreſentation, and there is the mars 
reaſon to be alarmed at this from the well-known prediction 
of the great Monteſquieu, that the ruin of this country is inevi- 
table whenever the legiſlative power becomes more corrupt 
than the executive. 

Give us a Houſe of Commons which repreſents the nation 
at large, and while it is conſtantly dependent on the people, 
is wholly independant of the crown, and we aſk no more. 
Their power is conſtitutionally ſufhcient to effect every other 
reformation that can be deſired, and to them every thing may 
be ſafely truſted. 

To caſure this moſt valuable bleſſing two enquiries claim 
our attention, What alteration is n&edful in the repreſentative 
body itſel!? And how may that be certainly and belt c 
Feed ? 


The grand deſideratum is a general repreſentation : in which 


every copyholder as well as trecholder; every houſeholder} 


as well as privileged freeman; and, in fact, every ſettled 
inhabitant ſhould have a voice in the choice of repreſenta» 
tives. 

But the more difficult enquiry 1s, how ſhall this reſtoration 
of general rights be brought about? The government is in. 
tereſted, or at leaſt ſo conceive themſelves to be, in its opp0- 
ſition; and the body of the pcople hardly known the value 
of ſuch a bleſſing, much leſs their conſtitutional right to pot 
ſels it. 

Much indeed may be hoped for from the diffuſion of poli- 
tical knowledge; and if the people once ice the neceſlity of 
ſuch a meaſure, and acquire the virtue of units to procure 
it, what can be able to withſtand them ? 

In the mean time, however, every approach to this end 
Mould be encouraged. It is too much to be feared that thode 
who poſſeſs the excluſive right of election at preſent, do not 
ſee the propriety, much leſs the neceſſity, even to their own 


inderchs, of its extenſion, Not to mention thoſe who de 
„ale 
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baſe enough to fell their votes, and with it their count 
(which are not a few) thoſe who are more properly called the 
independent electors, ſhould conſider that th ugh they plume 
themſelves of enjoying the privilege ot voting excluſively, that 
privilege is of little {ervice to their country, and of courſe to 
them/elv's; while the members they fend arc liable N 
wiſe and good) to be overbalanced by the dupes of miniſte- 
rial influence, And ſhould they fatisly themſelves with 
truſting to the wiſdom and integrity of the preſent miniſtry, 
granting them all que praiſe, they are not immortal, and to- 
morrow may throw us into the hands of a ſet of men at leaſt 
s baſe and prollgate as any of their predeceſſors: and then, 
what might now be procured by a little con{ututional exer- 
tion, and ſteady perſeverance, may then be ouly purchaſed at 
the price of blood.
